Diamond* and Jewelry M issing From 


Bodies, Ten Cents Being 
Largest 


Sum Found on Any Corpse. 


Chicago, July I i —T h irteen persona 
w ere 
killed 
and 
fifteen to tw enty 
w ere Injured In a w reck on th e Chi­ 
cago, B urlington & Quincy railroad a t 
W estern Springs, a suburb of Chicago. 
C oaling through a fog w ith suppos­ 
edly a clear track ahead, tra in No. 8, 
a fast mail, rain at full speed into the 
re a r of train No. 2, know n as the 
O verland E xpress, from D enver, w h k b 
was standing stiil on th e track, tele 
scoping tw o of th e O verland s Pullm an 
cars. 
R ailroad officials refused to fix th e 
blam e until afte r the w reck had been 
investigated thoroughly. 
Mrs. F. A. 
W ilcox, who 
was In charge of th e 
tow er from which th e block signals 
w ere controlled, said she was certain 
the block w as throw n against both 
trains. 
She collapsed a fte r the acci­ 
dent and still is in a highly nervous 
condition. 
T he 
locom otive of No. 8 plowed 
through tile rear car and crushed out 
th e lives of helpless passengers, m any 
of whom still w ere in th e ir berths. On 
Into th e second coach th e locom otive 
then sped. 
H alt way through th at 
car It veered to the left, derailing th e 
sleeper. 
T he locom otive w as en tirely 
stripped when it stopped. 
Fire soon started from th e gas lights 
in tile sleepers. 
Many victim s, pinion 
ed down by heavy tim bers and iron, 
pleaded for death. M em bers of the 
fire d ep artm en ts of W estern Springs 
and lat G range w ere on the scene 
w ithin a few m inutes afte r the w reck 
occurred and they put out th e fire with 
linee of hose. 
Ghouls are believed to have robbed 
the 
dead 
before they reached th e 
m orgue in La G range. M ore than a 
dozen large diam ond sets are m issing 
from Jewelry, and although most of 
the dead appeared to have been {ver­ 
sons In com fortable circum stances, a 
dim e was the largest sum of m oney 
found on any of the bodies. 
In a little room above a business 
house In La G range Mrs. W ilcox hid 
herself from visitors. T he shades w ere 
draw n and she was trying to collect 
her thoughts. Finally she said: 
•’T hree train s instead of two passed 
the signals in violation of all rules, 
although it may have been th a t th e 
engineers did not see th e boards. 
' First I heard No. 4, a train In no 
way connected with th e wreck, pass. 
Then, in a few minivtes, No. 2 cam e 
by. 
I thought som ething was wrong, 
and I began to try to thiuk of nom e 
thing to do to stop th e train s from 
running by th e board. 
But before I 
ould get my wits to g eth er No. 8 had 
ped by The crash followed ” 
A nother story of how th e collision 
occurred differed from th at of Mrs. 
Wilcox. It was that No. 2, having been 
blocked by a signal, had sent a brake­ 
man to set torpedoes to w arn No. 8. 
No. 8 was com ing down grade when 
the crash came. 
P erseu s responsible 
for th e story of the torpedoes 
said 
th at No. 8 had been given a signal 
hat the track was clear and th a t th e 
crew eith er had failed to hear the to r­ 
pedo or had believed they bad a clear 
ti ac k 
A statem ent issued by P. S. E ustis, 
passenger traffic m anager of th e C hi­ 
cago, Burlington A Q uincy railroad, 
substantiate! Mrs. W ilcox’! assertion 
that she was not to blam e and also 
corroborates the story that torpedoes 
were set by the brakem an of No. 2. 
The stateem nt does not fix Ute blam e 
for the collision.

The can 
dldates for th e legislature which will 
select my successor have already been 
nom inated. C onsequently I cannot go 
Into the com ing tight. Thus, I should 
have to w alt until two years hence I 
have not looked th at far ahead.

Interstate Commission Makes 


New Rulings. 


W ashington. Ju ly 15. — T he In ter­ 
sta te com m erce com m ission has or 
dercd sw eeping reductions In th e rates 
charged by express com panies. 
ll bas albo ordered far-reaching re­ 
form s in the regulations and practices 
of the coni{>anies and has also im pos­ 
ed upon them a uniform system of 
rate m aking 
The order of th e com m ission, w hile 
not bual, is su b ject ouly to a bearing 
to be given the express com panies on 
Oct. 9. 
The c<uumibblou calls upon 


t h e c o m p a n i e s to show cause a t th a t 
tim e why the changes in rate s and 
practices should not im m ediately go 
into effect. 
The decision of th e com m ission will 
(aune a sen eral reduction in ra te s on 
sm all packages of about SU per cen t 
W hile the average reduction is only 20 
per cent, the reductions taken alto­ 
gether range Hum IO to 50 p er coni. 
An 
Im portant 
requirem ent of th e 
com m ission Is th a t 
the 
com panies 
shall adopt a distin ctiv e tag or label 
which will clearly show 
w hether a 
package has been prepaid or not. In 
th e event of doubt th e receiver of a 
pac kage will not be com pelled to pay 
and the express com panies will nu 
lunger have th e benefit of thousands 
of dollars th at have flowed ink* tbeii 
treasuries through double charges. 
In short the decision of th e com 
m ission 
revolutionizes 
th e 
express 
business in th is country.

Fick of World'* Runners, and All

Stockholm, Sweden, July IS. — The 
land of the southern cross came out 
victorious In th# supreme taal for long 
distance runners for K. K. McArthui 
and C. W. Qltahaw, tho only Sou.b 
African# entered In tho classic Mara­ 
thon. who finished first and second. 
Though tho glory of tho occasion 
rested with the British colony, there 
pea honor for America in the result 
of tho race for little Gaston Strobing 
th# South Paterson boy, who was sent 
ie Stockholm by the subscription of 
bls fellow citizens, finished la third 
place leas Chan a minute behind Git 
shaw.

Hanoverian steaks are ^little ham­ 
burg steaks, broiled turf well season­ 
ed. 
Over them la poured at serving 
time the followlnk sauoe: Brown in 
pne tablespoon of butter one-half cup 
of finely chopped onion and cook five 
minutes. 
Add four tomatoes, cut in 
pieces, or one cup of canned tomato. 
Season with salt and pepper and add 
jne-half teaspoon of sugar. 
Cook for 
ten minutes. 
Nut brown bread J* a delicious ad­ 
junct to the five b’clock tea, and I* 
quite rich enough to be used In place 
of cake. 
It slices very thin and may 
be made into sandwiches with cream 
cheese. 
To make IL use two cups of 
sour milk, one-half cup of molasses 
in which has been dissolved one large 
teaspoon of soda; One-half 
oup 
of 
sugar, three cups of whole wheat flour, 
one teaspoon sa lt 
Mix thoroughly 
and add one cup tyf walnut 'meats cut 
In small pieces, but not chopped, over 
which has been sprinkled one 
tea­ 
spoon of sifted flour. 
Pour Into 
a 
bread pan and bake In a slow oven 
for one hour. 
Sugared strips are made when mak­ 
ing the rhubarb pie tor dinner. 
Roll 
out the left-over paste, cut In two even 
pieces, spread one with Jam, lay the 
other strip over, sprinkle with granu­ 
lated fifugar, cut In finger lengths and 
brown In a hot oven. 
The sugar will 
melt and caramelize. 
These are also; 
nice with afternoon tea. 
Coffee ParfalL—Boll 
one cup of 
water with one cup of sugar until It 
will spin a thread. 
Pour slowly over 
the stiffly beaten whites of three eggs, 
and when cold add one pint of cream, 
whipped stiff, one-half cup of very 
strong, black coffee and one-half tea­ 
spoon of vanilla. 
Put in a covered 
mold, pack in Ice and salt and let 
stand for four hours. 
White Nut Cake.—Cream 
together 
one-third cup of butter, one cup of 
sugar. 
Add one-half cup of sweat 
milk, two cups of flour, two teaspoons 
of baking powder. 
Beat thoroughly, 
then add one cup of walnut meats cut 
In small pieces and dusted with one 
teaspoon of flour, and at the last fold 
In the stiffly beaten whites of three 
eggs. 
Bake In a square pan in a slow 
oven for one hour. Cover with bolled 
icing and decorate with halves of wal­ 
nut meats 
Risotto.—Parboil for ten minutes one 
cup of rice. 
Drain, blanch with wa­ 
ter and let drain again. 
Put two ta­ 
blespoons of butter In a frying pan, 
trim in the rice, add two tablespoons 
of chopped onion, one cup of thick to­ 
matoes, one and one-half teaspoons of 
salt, a little paprika and two and one- 
half cups of water. 
Cover and lit 
cook slowly until the rice is tender 
and the water absorbed. 
Take up on 
a hot serving dish, sprinkle over on* 
half cup of grated cheese, stir with 
fork and serve very hot. 
Curried Eggs.—Hard 
boll 
three 
eggs. 
Make a white sauce of one ta­ 
blespoon of butter, one of flour and 
one cup of milk. 
Stir till thick and 
smooth, add one-half teaspoon of salt 
and one-half teaspoon of curry powder. 
Cut the eggs In eighths and add to 
the sauce and pour over slices 
of 
toast.
